By  the  ordinances  we  mean  baptism  and 
the  Lord’s  supper.  By  being  kept  as  deliv- 
ered, we  mean  that  both  the  form  and  de.-ign 
of  the  ordinance  is  to  be  preserved.  That 
somfc  people  have  hot  kept  them  as  delivered, 
is  evident  from  the  various  contradictory

For!  instance,  we  have  nearly  two  hundred 
millions  of  professed  Christians  who  claim  to

ferings of  those  years  of  strife.  So  these  or- 
dinances when  obs  rved  bring  to  our  minds 
— one  the  sufferings  of  Christ  on  the  cross 
for  us,  the  oilier,  his  glorious  resurrection  for 
justification  In  the  old  dispensation 
there  were  two  oidin  races,  each  commemo- 
rative of  a fact,  Ciicumcision:  which  was  a 
token  of  the  covenant,  God  made  with  Abra- 
ham when  he  gave  to  khim  and  his  seed  the 
land  of  Canaan,  Gen.  17:11,  and  The  Pass- 
over  which  was  to  commemorate  the  passing 
of  the  Lord  over  the  houses  of  the  children 
Israel  when  he  smote  the  first  born  of  Egypfl. 
Ex.  11:27.  No  Israelite  partook  of  the  pa**- 
over  to  express  his  affection  for  his  fellotir 
Israelite,  or  kinsman,  but  to  commemorate  tht 
fact  of  Israel’s  deliverance.  So  we  do  not 
partake  of  the  supper  to  express  our  affection 
for  our  fellow  Christian,  or  our  kindred,  but 
. to  show  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come.  “Db  ’ 
this  iu  remembrance  of  me"  said  Jesus,  ai  d 
j this  clearly  reveals  the  design  of  the  ordj 
nance.  -In  remembrance  of  me,  not  of  ycUr 
father  or  mother,  or  wife  or  neighbor,  but  of 
me.  Paul  tells  us  in  1 Cor.  11:20,  that  those 
who  had  perverted  the  Lord’s  supper  by 
changing  it  into  a feast,  did  not  eat  the  Lota's 
supper.  They  had  lost  the  design,  and  there- 
fore destroyed  the  oridnance,  and  he  tellp 
them  it  is  “not  the  Lord’s  supper.”  So  is 
there  not  danger  that  those  who  change  the 
supper  into  a kind  of  love  feast  to  give  ex- 
pression to  their  love  for  each  other  will  be 
guilty  of  the  same  sin  ? They  commune 
with  their  kindred  and  friends  instead  of 
Christ,  and  thi^ (is  not  to  eat  the  Lord’s  sup- 
per. 

Brethren,  for  a number  of  years  past,  every 
time  I have  had  the  privilege  of  partaking  <)|f 
the  emblems  of  my  Lord’s  broktn  body  and 
shed  blood.  I have  endeavored  to  shut  01ft 
of  my  mind  the  memory  of  every  cbjtct  oa 
earth,  or  in  heaven,  but  Jesus.  I try  not  to 
think  even  of  my  sainted  mother  in  heaven, 
or  of  my  wife,  or  children,  or  kindred  nn 
earth,  however,  dearly  I love  them  all.  I 
try  to  bring  before  me  a cross,  and  behold  od 
that  cross  an  agonizing,  suffering  victim.  I

Whet  j I see  a baptism  I try  to  think  of 
burial  and  ressurrection  and  feel  that 
is  my  own  ressurrection  from  the 
grave  aijlsured.  Is  it  not  important  to  pre- 
serve tBIese  truths?  We  can  do  so  by  keen- 
ing the  ordinances  as  delivered,  both  in  form 
and  deRgn  Baptism  peipetuates  the  idea  of 
the  resi urrection.  Destroy  the  monument 
and  thejjworld  may  forget  the  fact;  upon  Bap- 
tists terfs  the  duty,  at  present,  of  maintaining 
these  tiiiths.  j 

Auotller  special  duty  ol  Baptists  is,  thirdly: 
to  main  jain  a Scriptural  church  government. 
We  havfc  never  perhaps  duly  appreciated  the 
influence  of  government  in  forming  character. 
Tnete  ate  many  forms  of  civil  government— 
“diff  r<  ices  of  administration” — in  the  world, 
but  we  will  only  consider  the  three  most  prom- 
inent lo | the  present,  1 e.,  the  monarchy,  the 
aristoc'ilcy  and  the  democracy.  Under  all 
these  fiirms  of  government  very  excellent 
typos  o(  civil  manhood  and  womanhood  have 
been  d<  /eloped.  Even  the  absolute  monar- 
chy has  produced  some  of  the  noblest  speci- 
mens o;  patriotism  and  heroism,  but  they 
have  bern  almost  universally  from  the  nobil- 
ity, or  ipval  families — those  upon  whom  the 
responsibility  of  government  rested.  There 
have  br*  n many  al  o from  the  aristocratic 
forms  o|! government,  but  they  too  have  usu- 
ally coble  from  among  that  guild,  wealthy  or 
noble,  fjpon  whom  responsibility  was  placed. 
It  is  inj  possible  to  so  cure  the  highest  type  of 
charactjff  without  laying  responsibility  on  the 
individual.'  Maithew  Arnold,  the  celebrated 
Englis|;  literary  critic  and  po>et,  visited  Amer- 
ica a sblbrt  time  before  bis  death  in  1888,  to 
study  the  social  problems  of  our  people. 
Alter  a jarelul  inves  igation  he  returned  home 
and  wn  jte  an  article  in  the  North  American 
Review  giving  the  result  of  his  investigations. 
He  can  t to  about  this  conclusion : that  while 
the  American  people  were  a noble,  energetic, 
hospitable  race,  be  did  not  find  any  individ- 
ual ch^jracteis  of  inch  refinement  and  ele- 
gance ajt  he  found  amongst  the  royalty  of 
England  and  Enrope,  and  theretoe  he  con- 
clnded  j |hat  our  government  and  social  polity 
were  n<jt  equal  to  those  of  the  East.  Henry 
Ward  Hkeeher  replied  to  the  article  in  the 
same  dhgaziue  and  pointed  out  this  fact:  that 
while  there  may  not  be  so  many  individual 
types  pf-'snch  refinement  and  elegance 
amongst  our  people  as  are  found  amongst  the 
royalty  of  the  old  world,  the  masses  of  the 
people  were  on  a much  higher  level  here 
than  there,  tie  admitted  that  in  the  old 
world  there  was  a guild  of  nobility  projected 
high  at  ove  the  heads  and  standing  on  the 
shoulders  of  thie  low  herd  of  common  human- 
ity, ant!  these  noblemen  possessed  exquisite 
rifinetn  int;  but  triumphantly  asks  Mr.  Arnold 
how  th<  ; masses  ol  people  in  Europe  compared 
with  tl  ise  in  the  United  States;  and  con- 
cluded jliat  the  government  that  elevated  the 
masses;  lithat  brought  the  greatest  good  to  the 
greatest  jc  umber  of  people  was  the  best.  A 
demrer  jtic  form  of  government  does  this.  It 
lays  responsibility  upon  the  individual. 


Now 


there  are  types  of  Ecclesiastical  gov- 
ernment1 corresponding  to  the  civil.  We 
have  cl|  irches  governed  by  the  will  of  one 


man,  correspond ingjto  the  ab*>lute  monarchy. 
We  have  thei  1 governed  byT  a select  guild

and  aristocrat  y,  and  we  have  them  where  the 
responsibility  rests  ! upon  etiery  individual 
member  alik  > — a democracy.  There  have 
been  excellen  typesTof  Christi  tn  manhood  aud 
womanhood  c tvelojitd  under  1 II  of  these  forms. 
Some  of  the  s tblim^t  ever  knDw  to  the  worK 
have  existed  mder  |hat  form  which  is  an  ab- 
solute monar  :hy — t&e  Romar  Catholics — bi  t 
what  of  the  n asses  tyf  that  ere  ed?  The  result 
will  be  found  to  be  jahout  th' t same  in  devel- 
oping Christi  in  character  in  ider  these  forms 
of  Ecclesiast  cal  governmen  as  it  Is  in  citi- 
zenship uude  civil  |overntnept. 

We  believe  that  J^sus  established  that  form 
of  church  go<  ertimdpt  for  hii  churches,  cal- 
culated to  de  relop  the  greatest  number.  It 
is  evident  ft  Din  ttye  teachin  ;s  of  the  New 
Testament  a id  eaitly  chur  h history  that 
the  primitivd  chuljches  wire  democratic. 
They  cast  thi  Ir  ballpts  in  se  ecting  an  apos- 
tle or  preacl  er.  i kets  1:2;.,  They  chose 
their  own  dei  :ons.  ! Ac(s  6:5*  The  members 
entered  into  < luncil  determi  ted  questions  of 
denominatior  il  polity,  they  commissioned 
messengers  nd  g^ve  instn  ction,  equally 
with  apostles  md  elders.  Act  1 15:22,  23,  and

They  intelligently  understar  d their  princi- 
ples and  polii  ics  aad  lovingl;  rj  support  them. 
For  this  clas  1 of  people  a democracy  is  the 
strongest  gofernment  on  etrth — you  can’t 
destroy  it  as  long  as  a single  citizen  lives.

and  Stripes”  (the  na  ive  land  of  the  wri'er).  I 
am  sorry  to  state  (that  our  train  arrived  in 
Buffalo  ju>t  fifteen  minutes  after  the  train 
bearing  the  mortal  remains  of  our  President 
left  Buffalo  on  i's  way  to  the  capitol.

jHere  is  a death-bed  scene  for  all  of  us  to 
admire,  one  that  should  be  told  to  our  child. en 
and  repealed  to  onr  children's  children— one 
(hjat  must  fill  with  shone  the  cold  man  who 
blasts  of  religious  indifL-rence. 

His  last  speefch  was  for  peace,  and  bis  last 
words  addiessed  to  the  whole  p-ople  were: 
VOur  tamest  prgyer  is  that  God  will  gra 
ciously  vouchsafe  prosp'rity,  happiness  and 
peace  to  all  our  ni  ighbors,  and  like  blessings 
to  all  the  peoples  .and  powers  of  earth.” 

The  murderer  who  shot  him  was  S'iz  d and 
thrown  to  the  fl  >or  instantly.  Mr.  McKinley 
looked  down  upon  the  struggling  group  and 
with  two  bullet  wounds,  one  of  them  meaning 
death,  he  said  10  those  about  him:  -‘  Do  not 
let  them  hurt  hml.”  Such  w rd-  cou  d only 
have  come  from  a man  who  from  boyhood  had 
bten  laughi  to  forgive  bis  enemies

is  the  picture  of  the  devoted  husband.  When 
she  was  sick,  all  other  matters  became  unim- 
portant. A,s  we  Mississippians  well  remem - 
per,  when,  ga  president,  he  started  on  his  re- 
cent tour  o|;the  country,  that  right  after  his 
speech  in  Jackson  she  was  taken  very  ill,  and 
thus  ended  Ihis  hopes  of  trips.

These  are  in  brief,  the  facts  of  the  case.  It 
should  be  noted  that  this  was  a usurpation  of 
authority  by  the  General  Association,  and 
was  not  the  act  of  regular  Baptist  churches, 
which  b*ve  always  held  that  the  local  church 
was  the  only  organizition  of  divine  origin 
and  authority  on  earth,  and  that  the  only 
offices  pf  the  chufch  were  the  pastor,  other- 
wise known  as  elder,  or  bishop,  and  the 
deacon.  There! nave  always  been  bishops  in 
regular  Baptist  churches,  but  .they  have  been 
only  snch  as  tlje  New  Testament  provides, 
viz.,  the  pastors  or  overseers  of  the  churches, 
each  etinreh  hairing  its  own  pastor,  or  bishop, 
and  being,  indepedent  of  every  other.  This 
is  the  way  it  was  in  the  beginning,  according 
to  the  testimony  of  all  historians  of  any  note, 
and  it  would  hive  remained  thus,  but  for  just 
such  usurpations  as  the  one  we  are  discuss 
ing.  IjTo  wonder  Biptists,  with  the  lessons  of 
histofy  before  them,  have  ever  been  jealous 
of  the  rights  of  the  churches,  and  have  guard- 
ed against  any  usurpation  of  authority  over 
them  by  associations,  or  conventions.

We  have  heard  thi  t they  are  sometimes  first 
on  the  ground  in  the  great  Northwest;  but 
they  have  not  always  been  so  in  the  South  and 
South  west,  nor  d<  we  b.-lieve  that  they  excel 
us  in  ability  to  ha  idle  weak  churches;  pf  so, 
we  are  seriously  h indica'pped  by  our  system 
of  government,  Wl  ich  is  the  New  Testament 
system,  pure  and  t imple,  for,  the  great  ma- 
jority ol  our  churches  are  weak.  Our  ob'er- 
vation  is  that,  thsy  have  about  as  much 
trouble  with  their  weak  churches,  as  we  do. 
They  seldom  send  a strong  man  to  one  of 
their  weak  chnrctes.  they  often  send  a weak 
man  to  a strong  c lurch,  for  the  reason  that 
their  strong  men  are  scarce,  and  their  weak 
churches  are  numerous. 

Neither  do  we  l hink  that  they  have  much 
more  success  than  we  do  in  eliciting  the  co- 
operation of  their  forces;  and  the  notion  that 
they  do  beat  us,  we  think,  will  be  news  to 
them.  . 

"They  can  assc  ss  the  local  fieldj,  ahd  the 
local  preacher  msy  suff.r,  if  the  field  does 
not  respond,”  Why,  brother, 'a  “local” 
Methodist  preacher  has  nothing  to  do  with 
local  fields,  or  a;ty  other  kind — -It  is  “the 
preacher  in  chary  e”  of  the  "circuit"  or  “sta- 
tion.” We  hay:  attended  a great  many 
“quarterly  conferences”  an!  the  “preacher 
in  charge" — the  ’local"  preacher! has  charge 
of  nothing — r.pqt  the  number  of  members  in 
active  co  op  ration,  and  it  runs  along  about 
with  us,  from  25  per  cent  to  75  per  cent,  and 
much  nearer  the  first  than  the  laW  figure. 

We  think  The  Argus  greatly  in  error  when 
it  concludes  that  the  great  growth  in  Meth- 
odism is  due  to  any  advantage  Ovtr  us  in 
church  politv.  Pher  system  of  government 
is  about  the  b' st  that  mao  c an  devise;  but 
ours  is  of ’.he  Lord,  and  therefore  perfectly 
fitted  for  all  ageif  and  people,  the  weak  as 
well  as  the  stron  r churches. 

No,  no;  the  explanation  of  the  marvelous 
growth  of  Methodism  is  not  that  our  system 
of  government  in  any  s nse  is  inferior  to 
theirs;  or  theirs  n any  sense  superior  to  ours; 
but  it  is  founl  in  the  fact,  that  they 
have  not  insistec  on  conversion  before  church 
membership.  Of  course,  they  would  be  glad 
for  converted  me*n  to  join  their  church;  nei- 
ther do  they  dec  ine  when  an  huconverted 
man  applies. 

If  out  Baptist  people  made  it  as  easy  to 
“join  the  churcn”  as  our  M.thodist  brethren 
do,  we  do  not  doubt  that  our  membership 
would  not  oul/  be  equal  to  theirs,  as  it  is  to- 
day, bnt  ten  timps  greater.  It  is  more  diffi- 
cult to  join  a Ba  >tist  church  than  any  other 
in  the  world)  fof-  the  reason  they  insist  upon 
conversion  before  bap’ism,  and  accept  only 
immersion,  accotding  to  the  Scriptnres  and

According  to  the  estimates  of 
Mr.  George  B.  Waldron,  associate 
editor  of  the  Railway  Gazette,  and 
F.  N.  Barrett,  editor  of  the  Amer- 
ican Grocer,  ps  to  prices,  and  the 
statistical  abstract  ol  the  United 
States  as  to  quantity,  the  people  ol 
the  United  States  ip  n1  $1,172  493, 
44^  for  liquois  during  the  year  eu- 
jdingjune  30,  1900. 

Of  distilled  domestic  liquors, 
95,542.389  proof  spirit  gallons 
were  consumed,  which,  at  an  esti- 
mated  retail  co$t,  amount  to  $477. 
1711,945.  The  imported  distilled 
liquors  are  valued  at  $13,647,984. 
Malt  liquors,  domestic,  $699  091, 
636.  Malt  liquors,  imported,  $3, 
,316,908.  Wines,  domestic,  $52, 
984,982.  Wiqes,  imported,  $15, 
746,000.  All  of  these  aggregate  a 
per  capita  expenditure  of  $15  38 
for  the  year  ending  June  30’  1900.
